This effort is justified by a thought­ 
less appeal to parental fears, and with 
cliches rather than reasoned and factual 
irguments.

ing to read a clear and reasoned discussion 
pf literature and censorship made recently 
by Father John Courtney Murray, S.J. Fa­ 
ther Murray’s paper, “Literature and Cen­ 
sorship,” was read on thè occasion of the 
presentation of the Thomas More Associa­ 
tion medal. 
f A 
distinguished editor and Catholic 
thinker; Father Murray recognizes that 
America is a pluralist society and that, sta­ 
tistically, all religious groups are minorities. 
He understands and values the importance 
of freedom and creativity. 
And he lays 
down four rules which all religious groups 
might do well to support: 
1 ) Each minority group has the right to 
censor its own members by the means it 
chooses: 2) no minority group has the right 
to demand that the government impose a 
general censorship on materials and books 
considered to be harmful according to its 
special standards: 3) any minority group 
has the right to work for the elevation of 
public moral standards with methods of 
persuasion and pacific argument; 4) no re­ 
ligious minority group has the right to im­ 
pose its own moral creed on others by 
means of force, coercion or violence. 
These are sound principles. Let us hope 
they will prevail.

‘These Days’

SUEZ AND ISRAEL 
The movement of Israel -against Egypt must 
be taken in relationship to the 1888 Convention, 
by which the Suez Canal is supposed to be op«n 
to all shippers regardless of the attitude of Egypt* 
toward a nation. When the 1888 Convention was 
signed, Egypt was not a sovereign state, but was 
under the suzerainty of Turkey and the treaty 
was actually negotiated and signed in Constan­ 
tinople. the Turkish capital. When Egypt became 
sovereign, her government assumed the respon­ 
sibilities and the liabilities of the Turkish govern­ 
ment in that country. 
From that standpoint, the Suez Canal should 
always have been open to Israel and to the ship­ 
ping of other nations to and from Israel. This has 
not been so, with the result that Egypt was able 
to set a precedent, with the consent of the major 
powers, a precedent which is today plaguing them 
because it it being used against them by Nasser 
and has forced upon the world another war and 
the probable destruction of the Western alliance. 
It is another evidence that wrong actions taken 
to appease a wicked and petulant dictator will 
always have wrong cpnsequcnees. 
Al-Shab, a O iro newspaper, raised this issue 
when it made the point: 
“These voices have ignored an important fact, 
that is. that Egypt’s denial of passage through 
the canal to Israeli ships has been applied for 8 
years, in other words, since the establishment of 
this aggressive state (Israel). Egypt continues to 
execute this policy in accordance with its pre­ 
rogatives as the owner of the canal, provided for 
in the Constantinople Convention of 1888. 
“Britain, which occupied the canal until re­ 
cently, would have been able to interfere by force 
to grant Israeli ships passage, if Britain truly 
means to assure the rights of Israel or believed 
that Israel had the right to pass.” 
This view is correct in many respects. The 
Suez Canal Company, managed by the French and 
the canal itself controlled by the British, it is 
correct to say that Great Britain, with 80,000 
troops on hand, cbuld have kept the canal open 
for Israeli shipping. The Egyptians are entitled 
now to question the sincerity of the British rais­ 
ing such an issue when the British are no longer 
in control of the canal, except that Great Britain 
sought to avoid war and particularly hoped to 
avoid a clash with the United States which has 
consistently supported the Arab position. The 
issue of authority could then have been decided 
eight years earlier, before Nasser Was in power, 
before he received arms and planes from Soviet 
Russia, before he had turned himself into an 
African Hitler. 
When the wrong thing is done to appease a 
dictator, it is likely to work out that the appease­ 
ment will cause trouble sooner or later. This is 
precisely what has happened. Had the British and 
the French asserted the authority of the 1888 
Convention upon the first occasion of its violation, 
they would today not be faced by the condone- 
ment of that violation as a precedent for all coun­ 
tries and all time. And the United States, which 
also made no protest against the discrimination 
against Israeli shipping and which permitted a 
violation of a treaty, finds itself embarrassed by 
fhe course of events in Egypt. Nasser has taken 
every* advantage of the embarrassment. 
Appeasement usually works out that way. It 
generally lays the foundation for subsequent trou­ 
ble. Nasser is one of those tough characters of 
history who takes advantage of every situation 
j on the theory that that is the only way that a 
1 weak and backward nation can survive in the 
struggle against the large and powerful states. 
By seizing the Suez Canad, Nasser gave the West­ 
ern world the alternative of fighting him or ap­ 
peasing him. When they failed to fight, they ap­ 
peased. Now* that Israel, the British and the 
French are fighting they have brought on their 
heads the condemnation not only of Soviet Rus­ 
sia but of the United States. 
Until this happened Nasser had won an out­ 
standing victory against Great Britain. France 
and the United States. Nasser built his position 
half on bluster and half on Western appeasement, 
benefiting as though it were a coup d’etat. He had 
to be brought down lest he achieve his goal which 
was to. form an Arabic Empire as Hitler had 
formed a Nordic Empire.

That Body of Yours

WORK PRESSURE 
We were discussing yesterday a survey of 91 
patients seen for psychiatric consultation whose 
disturbances were considered due to “overwork” 
but in whom the chief causes were not actually 
the work but the conditions under which they 
had to work, particularly in regard to the atti­ 
tude toward them of their immediate supervisor. 
Sometimes 
this 
situation 
would 
prevail 
for 
months, or even years, before the patient began 
to develop physical symptoms for which he sought 
•help. It was only after repeated physical exami­ 
nations and laboratory tests had failed to reveal 
any reasons for the discomfort that the psychia­ 
tric consultation was sought. 
It was of considerable interest that, in spite of 
the prolonged stress these patients were sub­ 
jected to. none developed a physical illness that 
could be attributed to their chronically anxious 
state. 
In addition to their physical complaints, 
the patients were apprehensive, fearful, and con­ 
stantly concerned with about their mental status 
as well as their physical discomfort. 
In these 
cases it was not an increase in the work but a 
change in supervision that brought about the dif­ 
ficulties. 
As these patients frequently stated, 
they were not the only ones in their group who 
were unfortunately affected by the supervision. 
In one department such supervision led to the 
transfer or resignation of half the technical staff 
over a five-year period before the disturbing de­ 
partment manager was relieved of his job. 
The 
loss of efficiency, morale, and interest in the work 
that resulted from the conflict with the supervisor 
could not be measured but would seem an area 
of economic concern to the employer when meas­ 
ured over a peridd of years or months. 
The odd thing is that none ,of these patients 
with anxiety reaction thought that their symp­ 
toms had any relations to their personal conflicts 
on the job. 
Since they did not “will” the symp­ 
toms on themselves, they were equally unable to 
end them by accepting the fact that their physi­ 
cal examinations revealed nothing abnormal or by 
following the advice to “stop worrying.” 
In this 
group, the fatigue, irritability and weakness re­ 
sulting from the anxiety were put down to over­ 
work. That this was not the case was proved by 
the fact that the patient did not regain his energy 
and drive after rest, that he w*as just as fatigued 
in the morning before work than at the end of 
the day, and that he might find himself just as 
comfortable on the job as when at home over 
weekends. 
Most of this anxious group had been 
given a vacation or given sick leave from their 
job before they were seen; those few who im­ 
proved had suffered a recurrence of their symp­ 
toms after they returned to work. 
Only seven of the 91 patients had emotional 
illnesses directly attributed to their work and 
these seven were all employes of a large railroad 
and had been responsible for either the operation 
or maintenance of steam locomotives for many 
years. 
When the railroad converted from steam 
to diesel power, these persons had great difficulty 
in developing confidence in their own ability to 
operate the new equipment, and became indeci­ 
sive and apprehensive. Their physical complaints 
which brought them to hospital had no physical 
basis and it was only after this had been proved 
that they discussed their concern over the new* 
responsibilities.

Democratic candidate Adlai Ste- 
j venson has kept all Republican 
| orators on the defensive, an­ 
swering charges. 
A second point is that while 
Republican campaign managers 
never 
felt 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower’s own re-election was in 
any doubt, this has not been true 
of GOP congressional candidates. 
Republican 
campaign 
strategy 
has therefore been shifted to 
strengthen congressional tickets 
in doubtful states. 
This has been responsible for 
President Eisenhower’s trips into 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 
Kentucky, 
Oregon, Washington and Cali­ 
fornia. 
The President’s one-day flight 
to 
Florida 
and 
Virginia 
was 
more to hold southern states 
which defected from the Demo­ 
cratic column in 1952. 
IN ALL, the President has 
more than tripled his original 
campaign plan to make only half 
a dozen broadcasts. 
The content of the President’s 
campaign 
speeches 
has 
been 
changed also. He had to aban­ 
don his early intention to ignore 
the Democratic campaign and 
not mention its candidates. 
The original plan was to con­ 
centrate on the record of 1952 
campaign promises, fulfilled by 
his own administration. But a 
recital of its major accomplish­ 
ments did not seem to be what 
the voters wanted most to hear. 
Things like the multi-billion- 


! dollar highway program and the 
St. Lawrence Seaway — bigger 
than many of the western dam 
projects—did not prove to be 
vote-getting issues. 
Over bold new plans for mak­ 
ing the future brighter and hap­ 
pier there has been a grand 
apathy. About the two major 
areas of foreign policy and na­ 
tional defense, campaign audi­ 
ences have shown little interest, 
until the last week of the cam- 
i paign. 
So—aside from answering Ste­ 
venson attacks—President 
Eis­ 
enhower’s main campaign thpme 
has been to give assurances for 
continued peace and prosperity. 
DEMOCRATS 
Lave 
harped 
constantly on the idea that the 
world today is not at peace. But 
even when the Israeli-Egyptian 
fighting begun many people felt 
that a general in the W’hite 
House would be more necessary 
than ever. 
One reason given by adminis­ 
tration advisers is that President 
Eisenhower has convinced the 
American people of the effective­ 
ness of stopping the shooting, 
even it it doesn’t end the war. 
This course of action is built 
on the President’s theory that 
the longer a major war can be 
postponed, 
the 
greater 
the 
chances for ultimately negotiat­ 
ing world peace. 
On the domestic front, the 
President himself declared in a 
press’ conference that the num­ 
ber one issue of the campaign 
was the good management of 
America’s internal affairs by lo­ 
cal-national government partner­ 
ship, plus the maintenance of a 
sound dollar 
by 
the national 
i government. 
WHAT THIS HAS all boiled 
down to—if it can be reduced to 
a single word—is confidence. 
There has been a deliberate 
effort to satisfy the apparent de- 


sire of a majority of the Ameri­ 
can people that things will con­ 
tinue to rock and roll along as 
they have been. 
President Eisenhower’s whole 
campaign has been geared to in­ 
spiring continued confidence of 
the voters in himself. It has been 
a 
smart, 
well-organized 
and 
well-financed campaign. 
Ih fact, to over-simplify the 
Republican 
presidential 
cam­ 
paign this year, there has been 
only one issue—Eisenhower. 
Things that might normally 
have 
been 
factors 
working 
against him 
his heart attack, 
the prospect" that he may not 
live out his second term and 
that Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon will succeed him if he 
doesn’t—have been ignored in 
this great quadrennial campaign 
quadrille. 


Washington, Nov. 6 — When 
is * the use of force “glorious,” 
and when iss it “inglorious”? 
When is an action taken alone 
by the United States, as in Ko­

“The plain truth is that the 
United States was committed to 
fight in Korea, with or without 
the United Nations. The facts 
are that President Truman took 
the decision to throw American 
military weight against the ag­ 
gressor in Korea hours before 
the Security Council met that 
Sunday in June a couple of years 
ago. What the council did was 
to give the name, protection and 
moral hacking of the United 
Nations to the fight against 
the Communists and to call on 
its members to help 
in 
that 
fight. It transformed the Korean 
situation from a war involving 
the United States and the Com­ 
munists to a war involving the 
United Nations and the Com­ 
munists. 
“That decision changed what 
millions of Asians might have 
come to think of as an “imperi­ 
alist’ war into a United Nations 
war against aggression.”

Chicago, Nov. 5—The cruelty 
of unions toward working people 
is now an accepted fact of life 
after years of disclosures which 
at first were either rejected as 
boss-propaganda or excused as 
rare exceptions to a rule of con­ 
secrated nobility. 
But, though few honest and 
intelligent Americans deny that 
unions are brutal toward the 
people whom they profess to 
love, we have come to a slack 
situation of toleration. 
We do 
not press for prosecution, pun­ 
ishment and reform. There are 
many cases of monstrous wrong 
in which the offense is not crim­ 
inal but a mocking insult to the 
rights of the victims and to con­ 
science. 
The $10,000,000 loyalty bond 
issue of the Brotherhood of Lo­ 
comotive Engineers comes with­ 
in this description. This brother­ 
hood, 
an 
arrogant, 
secretive 
band of executives living high 
on the faith and earnings of 
about 80,000 members, has flat­ 
ly refused to discuss redemption 
of these bonds even though it 
has assets of about $14,000,000 
and has no moral excuse to turn 
away elderly, retired brethren, 
scattered around the land, and 
widows of old-timers who have 
died unpaid. Most of these claims 
are small.

There were 70,000 members in 
1927 when 
the 
late 
Alvaney 
Johnston sent forth, from the 
national headquarters in Cleve­ 
land, a sentimental appeal for 
help to redeem the folly if not 
i the personal rapacity of the ex­ 
ecutives.

The secrecy of the national 
offices in Cleveland is such that 
the nine little plaintiffs in. a 
class suit representing an un­ 
known number of other victims, 
actually do not know hew many 
certificates were sold or how 
many were surrendered without 
payment when in 1936, the union 
bosses appealed to one and all to 
turn them in without payment 
except a little lapel button. 
The accounting might clarify 
these problems but thus far in a 
suit which has been going five 
years in the circuit court of Cook 
county. 111., the bosses at head­ 
quarters have disclosed nothing. 
The gimmick in the certificate 
j is as heartless as any such clause 


jdevised. It says the face value 
and accrued interest at four per 
cent shall be paid “when, as and if 
the advisory board and the trus­ 
tees of the financial and invest­ 
ment department, in their discre­ 
tion, are able to pay out of avail­ 
able funds or liquidation of as­ 
sets.” 
And, to deprive the victims of 
any phantom of a chance, the 
text then says the debt “shall 
not be a lien upon or paid from 
any other property of the broth­ 
erhood” apart from the specified 
“earnings or liquidation of as­ 
sets.” 
The bosses are always the sole 
judges of their ability to pay or 
the wisdom of selling off a vast 
accumulation of assets to re­ 
deem a debt of “loyalty” to old, 
poor members of a typical man­ 
trap union. 
Friedman doubts that there 
ever was such a body as the des­ 
ignated “Trustees of the Finan­ 
cial 
and 
Investment 
Depart­ 
ment.” If so, it seems to have 
been abolished long ago. 
The bosses are fighting, inch 
by inch, in expensive litigation 
paid for by the general member­ 
ship, now grown to 80,000, who 
pay about $1,000,000 a year into 
the national headquarters as per 
capita dues. 
Friedman is dogged. In 1935 
he won $240,000 for 400,000 mem­ 
bers of the Railway Trainmen, 
also of Cleveland, who have been 
expelled by decree for an unau­ 
thorized strike and deprived of 
their benefits under an insurance 
contract. He was tossed out of 
court- in Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois but finally got a trial in 
St. Louis and the Nabobs had to 
pay. Many of the victims were 
dead by then but Friedman ad­ 
vertised and distributed all but 
$1,500 to original victims or their 
estates.
